Sarah  Coates  '00  recently  shared 
with  the  Alumnae  Office  an  excerpt 
from  a  story  she  read  at  her 
grandma's  funeral  (Dorothy  (Forsyth)

It  truly  outlined  the  importance 
of  tradition  and  we  would  like  to 
share  it  with  you. 


'It  was  through 
my  grandma  that 
I  discovered 
history. 


More  to  the  point,  through  her  I 
came  to  that  seminal  realization 
that  it  is  people,  my  family,  who 
are  the  history  of  our  times.  This 
moment  was  the  better  part  of  a 
decade  ago — my  Grade  1 1  cohorts 
were  sheparded  into  the  library  of 
Balmoral  Hall,  and  under  the  not  so 
objective  watch  of  librarian/historian 
Ms.  Stephen,  were  taken  through 
the  history  of  the  'white  convocation 
dresses.'  This  was  a  period  of  great 
debate — do  we  eschew  nearly  100 
years  of  graduation  tradition  and 
embrace  the  rather  collegiate  cap 
and  gown?  Looking  through  the 
old  pictures  being  passed  around, 
graduating  classes  of  a  dozen  girls 
in  the  late  thirties,  in  their  white 
dresses — there  she  was.  Riverbend 
'37,  fourth  from  the  left.  Dorothy 
Forsyth.  My  grandma.  I  knew  she 
had  attended  the  school  that  would 
later  become  the  BH  I  knew  and 
loved,  but  there  it  was,  literally  in 
black  and  white.  I  was  retracing 
someone's  footsteps.  I  felt  proud,  I 
felt  connected."

Youth  in  Philanthropy  is  a  program  designed 
by  The  Winnipeg  Foundation  to  introduce  high 
school  students  to  community  development. 
Balmoral  Hall  was  one  of  twenty  schools  to 
participate  this  year.  The  Winnipeg  Foundation 
provided  our  youth  advisor/  committee  with 
plenty  of  information  to  help  guide  us  through  the 
year.  They  were  extremely  helpful  and  they  were 
confident  in  our  ability  to  be  grant  makers. 


Our  year  was  successful  because  of  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  thirty  keen 
students.  Some  students  were  familiar  with  the  grant  making  process  while 
others  were  new  to  it.  We  began  by  discussing  our  values  and  determined 
what  our  focuses  were  for  the  year.  We  were  then  able  to  divide  into  sub- 
committees whose  areas  of  interest  were  in  health  care,  animal  abuse, 
inner  city  and  women  and  children.  Each  sub-committee  was  responsible  for 
researching  charitable  organizations  in  our  city  whose  motives  corresponded  to 
their  interests.  Based  on  criteria  from  The  Winnipeg  Foundation,  we  selected 
charitable  organizations  that  would  potentially  receive  grants.  We  made 
arrangements  to  visit  the  organizations  so  that  we  could  see  exactly  what  they 
were  about.  This  part  of  the  Youth  in  Philanthropy  program  is  the  most  valuable 
because  we  were  able  to  meet  with  employees  and  volunteers  of  organizations 
that  we  believe  make  a  difference  in  Winnipeg.  We  learned  about  the 
importance  of  good,  clear  communication  while  scheduling  our  site  visits. 

After  completing  our  site  visits,  each  sub-committee  presented  their 
impressions  of  the  charitable  organizations  they  visited.  They  discussed 
why  they  felt  that  particular  organization  deserved  a  grant  or  why  another 
organization  did  not  meet  the  criteria.  Some  charities  did  not  receive  any 
grants  because  students  felt  that  it  was  already  well-funded,  while  others 
received  the  maximum  grant.  While  deliberating,  we  had  to  recall  the  values 
that  we  as  a  committee  established  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  We  learned 
how  to  effectively  voice  our  opinions  and  work  together.  This  year  the 
charitable  organizations  that  received  grants  included  D'Arcy's  Animal  Rescue 
Centre,  Rossbrook  House,  Main  Street  Project — Detox  Centre,  Teen  Stop 
Jeunesse,  Alpha  House,  and  Manitoba  House  Drop-In  &  Resource  Centre. 

Youth  in  Philanthropy  allowed  us  to  explore  non-profit  organizations  and  learn 
about  our  impact  as  youth  in  Winnipeg.  This  program  let  us  interact  with 
various  types  of  people  who  all  strive  to  make  Winnipeg  a  better  place  to 
live.  Occasionally  we  receive  updates  from  organizations  informing  us  of  what 
they  did  with  the  funding  they  received.  We  hope  that  in  the  future  we  can 
maintain  contact  with  these  organizations  and  possibly  become  volunteers  and 
participate  within  the  organization.  On  behalf  of  all  of  the  Youth  in  Philanthropy 
students  I  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Shyka,  our  teacher  advisor,  for  providing  us 
with  guidance  and  enthusiasm  and  The  Winnipeg  Foundation  for  this  wonderful 
opportunity

France  Trip

During  March  break  2006,  a  group  of  17  BH  students  had  the  privilege 
to  fly  a  lengthy  1 1  hours  with  Mrs.  Kamins  and  Mrs.  Christie  to  the 
country  of  France.  Starting  our  journey  in  Nice,  we  arrived  at  our  hotel. 
With  an  outstanding  balcony  view  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea  ahead  of 
us  and  numerous  fashion  stores  like  Louis  Vuitton  and  Lacoste  beneath 
us,  our  first  impression  of  France  was  a  great  one.  All  excited  and 
dressed  up  for  our  first  night  out  on  the  town,  our  tour  guide  led  us 
along  the  main  boardwalk  called  the  Promenade  d'Anglais. 

The  next  four  days  in  Nice  were  spent  touring  the  streets  with  our  tour 
guide.  We  also  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  small  towns  located 
around  Nice  such  as  Cannes  and  Antibes.  One  afternoon  we  toured 
the  Villa  Ephrussi  de  Rothschild  in  Saint-Jean-Cap-Ferrat.  With  its 
breathtaking  art  work  and  its  seven  gardens  we  had  a  great  time.  We 
visited  two  medieval  villages  called  St.  Paul-de-Venice,  where  we 
saw  Marc  Chagall's  grave  and  the  beautiful  village  of  Eze  that  had  a 
breathtaking  view  of  the  surrounding  towns,  mountains  and  sea. 

Overwhelmed  by  France's  sense  of  tradition,  food,  shopping  and  culture, 
we  travelled  by  train  to  Monaco.  The  Jacques  Cousteau  Oceanographic 
Museum  was  the  first  thing  we  saw.  The  museum  was  filled  with 
tropical  fish  and  underwater  species,  it  was  the  first  and  only  aquarium 
to  recreate  the  living  conditions  of  corral  reef.  We  then  travelled  to  a 
spot  that  allowed  us  to  see  three  countries  all  at  the  same  time:  France, 
Italy  and  Monaco.  We  even  had  the  chance  to  tour  a  candy  factory  and 
sampled  a  variety  of  their  products.  After  the  candy  factory  we  were 
taken  by  bus  to  Fragonard,  a  perfume  factory  located  in  a  small  village 
in  the  mountains  to  see  how  they  made  their  perfume  products. 

We  then  flew  to  Paris  and  met  up  with  our  new  guide  for  the  rest 
of  the  trip.  We  did  a  lot  of  walking  and  saw  important  monuments 
and  landmarks  such  as  the  Arc  De  Triomphe,  the  Eiffel  Tower,  Notre 
Dame,  Musee  d'Orsay,  the  Louvre  and  Versailles.  The  Eiffel  Tower  was 
much  larger  then  we  had  anticipated.  At  the  top  we  had  a  gorgeous 
panoramic  view  of  Paris'  symmetrical  design.  In  the 
Louvre  we  were  all  ecstatic  to  see  the  small  painting 
of  the  Mona  Lisa.  She  really  does  follow  you  with  her 
eyes!  One  night  we  took  a  relaxing  but  freezing  boat 
tour  encompassing  a  perfect  view  of  the  sparkling 
Eiffel  Tower. 

The  people,  the  lessons,  the  places,  the  food,  the 
hardships,  the  laughter,  the  sunshine  and  rain,  the 
singing,  the  stories,  the  experiences  and  memories 
will  always  be  with  us.

In  Africa 


A  Profile  of  Erin  IVIitchell  '02 


Since  graduating  from  Balmoral 
Hall  in  2002,  I  have  had  a 
multitude  of  opportunities  and 
even  more  decisions  to  make 
about  the  future.  I  first  made 
the  choice  to  attend  Acadia 
University,  but  it  was  in  my  third 
year  as  a  biology  student  that  I  made  my  most  life-altering 
decision  thus  far.  I  decided  to  go  to  Africa. 

It  had  never  before  been  a  priority  to  travel  to  Africa,  but 
suddenly  I  felt  the  need  to  give  my  time  to  more  than  just 
myself,  and  I  began  a  search  for  an  organization  to  volunteer 
with  overseas.  Knowing  Habitat  for  Humanity  was  a  reputable 
organization,  I  decided  to  join  a  group  of  21  people  who  were 
going  to  Zambia  for  three  weeks  to  build  a  house. 

For  some,  the  biggest  obstacle  may  have  been  the  numerous 
vaccinations  required,  however  travelling  solo  was  my  biggest 
feat.  Of  course  we  all  became  fast  friends  once  thrust  into 
an  entirely  different  world.  In  the  world  which  we  were  lucky 
enough  to  experience,  located  southwest  of  the  capital  Lusaka, 
there  was  no  electricity,  running  water  or  even  beds  to  sleep 
on.  After  a  quick  adjustment  to  their  lifestyle  we  were  all 
extremely  excited  to  start  the  build.  We  began  with  an  open 
piece  of  land  and  after  ten,  8  hour  work  days  we  had  completed 
a  safe,  hopefully  sturdy  new  house  for  an  extremely  grateful 
family.  For  the  family  of  twelve  the  new  two-room,  mud  brick 
house  with  a  corrugated  steel  roof  was  a  much  needed  addition 
to  their  property. 

Although  the  build  was  the  reason  for  going,  the  reason  we  all 
vowed  to  return  is  unequivocally  the  people.  At  first  glance 
the  situation  of  some  could  be  seen  as  crippling  with  many 
children  orphaned  left  to  care  for  multiple  younger  siblings, 
others  malnourished  and  many  without  steady  income.  But  I 


can  say  with  certainty  that  I  have  never  in  my  life  seen  such 
life,  pride,  tenacity  and  most  of  all  happiness  exude  from 
people  before.  The  adults  in  the  area  were  so  hospitable  and 
caring  that  they  continually  worried  they  hadn't  done  enough 
for  us,  the  ones  who  came  to  assist  them.  The  children  in  the 
village  and  surrounding  areas  were  incredible  and  understand 
the  importance  of  education.  These  children  get  excited  to  go 
to  school,  even  if  they  must  walk  1 5  km  each  way  and  have  no 
paper  to  write  on.  Although  the  situation  the  community  is  in 
is  far  from  what  it  could  be  or  even  should  be  presently,  it  was 
extremely  refreshing  to  see  people  truly  celebrate  life. 

After  an  emotional  goodbye  to  our  new  village  of  friends,  our 
group  went  off  for  a  few  days  of  rest  and  relaxation  including 
a  safari  and  visit  to  Victoria  Falls  (where  I  bungee  jumped  365 
ft!).  Though  I  was  ready  to  return  to  my  home  and  family  it  was 
with  a  heavy  heart  that  I  left.  Consequently,  I  have  decided  to 
return  to  school  this  fall  to  work  toward  a  second  degree,  this 
time  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  international  development  in  hopes 
of  making  a  greater  contribution.  We  are  all  created  equal 
and  thus  perhaps  we  should  more  readily  remind  ourselves  of 
compassion  and  attempt  empathy  more  often. 

With  an  education  from  Balmoral  Hall  the  world  is  literally  at 
our  fingertips.  As  alumnae  we  must  remember  this  and  take 
full  advantage  or  it  would  be  an  insult  to  the  young  children 
who  fight  for  education  everyday  around  the  world.  In  the 
end  all  you  can  do  is  follow  what  you  feel.  I  knew  this  was 
something  I  had  to  do  and  it  led  me  to  my  future.

A  Tribute  to  IVIiss  Carter  The  IVIeliora  Petens 


Headmistress  of  Riverbend  School,  1934-1950 


Many  Riverbend  alumnae  hold  fond 
memories  of  Miss  Jessie  May  Carter.  Marion 
(Hambley)  Campbell  RIV  '45  is  one  of  them. 
On  more  than  one  occasion,  Marion  has 
told  the  story  of  how  Miss  Carter  stood  at 
the  doors  of  the  gymnasium  for  daily  prayer 
To  mark  the  spot  where  she  stood,  Marion 
donated  this  plaque  and  has  directed  her 
annual  gift  to  the  fund  in  Miss  Carter's  name. 


Every  year,  the  Jessie  May  Carter  Award  is  presented  to  a 
Junior  School,  Middle  School  and  Senior  School  student,  for 
outstanding  progress  in  the  French  language. 

Many  of  our  named  funds  provide  a  small  award  or  are 
partially  funded  by  Balmoral  Hall  School.  Our  goal  is  to  see 
these  endowment  funds  grow  so  that  they  can  sustain  their 
awards  in  perpetuity  as  an  honour  to  our  past  leaders.  If  you 
would  like  to  contribute  to  the  Jessie  May  Carter  Fund  or  any 
of  our  other  named  funds,  please  use  the  check-off  box  on 
your  donation  form.

Born  in  Dublin,  Ireland  and  educated 
in  Ireland,  Germany  and  France,  Miss 
Jessie  May  Carter  was  offered  the  job  of 
Headmistress  of  Riverbend  School  in  1934. 
Miss  Carter  brought  enthusiasm  to  her 
position  and  many  traditions  of  Riverbend 
were  started  in  her  early  years.  After  the 
creation  of  Balmoral  Hall  School  in  1950, 
she  took  the  position  of  Dean  at  the  Ontario 
Ladies'  College  in  Whitby,  Ontario  until  her 
retirement  in  1960.  She  died  in  Kingston, 
Ontario  in  1984.
